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Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that the search for the different species is coextensive. 
This is not found persuasive because, absent an allowable generic claim, searching for 
all of the 13 claimed embodiments would be a burdensome task. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 3-5, 7, 9-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 6, 8, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. In Claim 1 , line 4, the recitation "the 
changeover device and by the changeover device" is indefinite. Claims 2, 6, and 8 are 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the relationship 
between the "two elements" in the parent claim and the structure recited in the 
dependent claims. Antecedent basis is lacking for the "movable element" in Claim 6. 
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Claim 8 is indefinite because push/pull rod 3 is eccentric to the axis of knob 1 , rather 
than "on the axis". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1, 6, 8, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Arakawa, et al. 

Arakawa, et al., discloses a combination hammer/drill with a changeover device 
having an actuating element 65, and a mechanical movement element or 
push/pull rod 61 fixed to a movable element 48. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lauterwald, Nemetz, et al., and Demuth, et al., disclose 
combination hammer/drills with changeover switches.
